Agricultural and education ac¬ 
tivist Nita Gizdich has topped a 
long-list of local awards with her 
first notation of national signifi¬ 
cance. 

The National Farmers' Direct 
Marketing Association recog¬ 
nized Gizdich with its Direct 
Marketer of the Year award last 
week during its annual confer¬ 
ence in Illinois. 

Gizdich and her family run an 
apple and vou-pick berry opera¬ 
tion on their ranch off East 
Lake Avenue, Each year hun¬ 
dreds of local students, and visi¬ 
tors from around the world, 
come to buy fruit and enjoy the 
many side attractions of the 
Gizdich Ranch, including cider 
pressing, an antique shop, pic¬ 
nic grounds and, pie and coffee. 

Her success at showing the 
many facets of agricultural life 


has inspired farmers across the 
country. Her colorful slide show 
and contagious enthusiasm have 
made Gizdich a popular speaker 
at numerous agricultural confer¬ 
ences in recent years. 

Educating those unfamiliar 
with agriculture is her cause. 

Farmers have a responsibility, 
Gizdich says, to share their ex¬ 
perience with schools and the 
general public. 

Plus, opening up to outsiders, 
could make farmers some extra 
money. 

"Thousands of tourist go right 
through our county on those 
fancy buses every month,"said 
Gizdich, "We’ve got to develop a 
way to stop them and show 
them our farms” 

One recent example of some¬ 
thing she hopes to see more of 
was a Japanese tour group 
which came out of San Fran¬ 
cisco, stopped at the Gilroy out¬ 


let stores in the morning, came 
by her ranch for shopping and 
pie and then went on to 
Monterey for the evening. 

“The group loved seeing the 
ranch," said Gizdich. “If there 
had been other local farms or¬ 
ganized the group could have 
stopped there too." 

Gizdich says she is working 
on at least three other farmers 
to get them to join their opera¬ 
tions with her in the tourism 
sideline. To extend her knowl¬ 
edge and connections, Gizdich 
will be attending a tourist guide 
conference this August. 

After working on the apple 
ranch for nearly 30 years, 
Gizdich, 59, began semi- 
retirement two years ago. Two 
of her sons took over opera¬ 
tions. 

‘Tve eased up," said Gizdich. 
"Now I just do the advertising, 
run the tours, make the jam and 
manage the antique shop."
